HISTORY  OF 
MOON'S  CHAPEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 


Moon's  Chapel  was  constituted  as  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  on  June  12,  1849 
with  eleven  charter  members.  They  are  as  follows:

There  is  good  evidence  that  religious  services  were  being  held  several  years  before 
the  church  was  officially  organized  as  the  History  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association 
indicates  that  its  80th  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Moon's  Chapel  in  1839. 

The  church  received  its  name  due  to  the  liberality  of  Mr.  John  Moon  who  donated 
a  lot  of  slightly  more  than  four  acres  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Missionary  Baptist 
Church.  The  deed  to  this  church  property  was  made  in  1835. 

Three  buildings  have  been  constructed  on  this  lot.  The  present  church  building 
was  constructed  in  1904.  Two  wings  were  added  in  1924.  In  1947,  eight  classrooms 
were  built.  Remodeling  was  completed  in  1954  when  the  entire  building  was  brick 
veneered. 

A  Pastorium  was  built  in  1962. 

On  March  9,  1969,  ground  was  broken  for  an  Educational  building  which  was 
constructed  and  dedicated  January  10,  1970.  The  modern  structure  is  fully  equipped 
with  a  kitchen,  fellowship  hall  and  air  conditioning. 

The  members  of  this  church  and  the  people  of  this  community  have  always  taken  a 
great  deal  of  interest  in  the  cemetary.  In  1850,  James  Edwards,  for  the  sum  of  five 
cents,  deeded  a  parcel  of  land  containing  144  rods  to  the  trustees  of  the  church  to  be 
used  as  a  cemetary. 

Shortly  after  Moon's  Chapel  was  organized,  several  members  of  the  church 
became  interested  in  the  ministry.  In  January  1850,  the  church  voted  to  ordain  Lane 
A.  Hutson  to  the  ministry.  Other  members  of  the  church  who  became  ministers 
through  the  years  have  been:  Thomas  Matthews,  O.  T.  Edwards,  James  Edwards, 
Jessie  Lewis  Smith,  and  Alden  Lee  Hicks.  Also  going  forth  from  this  church  as 
Ministers  of  Music  were;  Catherine  Elizabeth  Vestal  and  William  Clyde  Patterson.
